Woman Was a Blondé, 

The long hair from the head found if 
the oil cloth in Which the tofso was 
wrapped also, showed that she was a 
blonde. The removal of the woman’s head 
arms and legs was accomplished by cuts 
cleanly made, and after death. Two in- 
cisions found in the torso itself and 
made, possibly for the purpose of deter- 
mining. the cause of death, wére aiso 
made after life had become extinct, 

The weight of the torso was 59 pounds 
four ounces. The appearance of the skin 
and torso in general indicated that death 
and dismembermént had occurfed not 
much more than 24 hours before. the 
discovery of the trunk. It is régarded 
probable that the body had not been in 
the water more than ten or twelve hours 
and improbable that the suit case end 
contents sank and remained under water 
any length of time, With the head and 
limbs absent the lungs would give a 
bouyancy to the body inconsistent with 
any continuous submerging. The sjomach 
and practically all the intestines had 
been removed. 

The waist measuremem of the woman 
was 26 }-2 inches. In:conclusion Dr. Har- 
ris said: “Everything shows that the 
knife was in the hands of a skilled man, 
familiar with anatomy and surgery; in- 
deed, of a man of rather unusual abili-

The fact that Secretary of State Cook 
must continue to use the great seal of 
Georgia until the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly, despite the fact that it is 
Wmost completely worn out, and that a 
apecial session of the general assembly 
will be necessary if a new seal is pur- 
ohased, was announced last night by T. 
Cuyler Smith, who has made a study of 
the seals of Georgia, and who has writ- 
ten an interesting history of them for 
former Governor Allen D. Candler, 

No matter how worn it Is, declares Mr. 
Smith, the two pteceg of silver in the

According to Mr.:Smith, the great seal 
that is now in use is not the 1799 seal 
that was made during the term of office 
of Governor James Jackson, but: is a 
seal that was made between the years 
of 1838 and 18465.

Mr. Smith talks very interestingly of 
the great seals of Georgla and his history 
of them will be of genera] interest to 
Geo 8.

Jury Was Out Less Than an Hour 
Before Deciding That Walker 
Had Committed the Crime

After having been out less an hour, the 
jury in the case of Columbus W. Walker, 


| charged with assassinating his wife while

“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty 
and recommend that he -be -imprisoned 
for life.’’ 

Until a short while prior to the tragedy, 
Mr. and Mrs. Columbus W. Walker, aged 
55 and 50, respectively, had always lived 
togethew peaceably, 
for nearly thirty years. lt is alleged that 
he suddenly became jealous of his wife, 
whose character was said to have been 
above reproach. During the entire. day 
' (Sunday) previous to the killing, he dis- 
'played signs of being insanely jealous, 
}and continued in this mood until about !2 
'O’clock at night, when the children and 
| mother, thinking they had succeeded in 
, pacifying him, retired for the night. 
About 4 o'clock in the morning the chil- 
dren were awakened by the report of a 
Sun and the cries and groans of their 
mother. When reached she was found 
to be In a dying condition, with a deep 
fash across her back, two loads of buck- 
shot in the right shoulder and side and 
blood streaming from the three wounds, 
either one of which was sufficient to 
produce death. 

With the shotgun and knife with which 
he had slain hig spouse, Walker made 
strenuqus endeavors to take his own life, 
but was prevented from doing so by his 
eldest son.

All eyes are turned toward Gov- 
ernor J. Frank Hanly, and with sus- 
picion. 

“What is Frank after?” is a ques- 
tion being asked by these eminent 
aspirants for the presidency and by 
their lieutenants of varying grades. 
Can it be— 

With reluctance they feel com- 
pelled to acknowledge it can. Yes, 
more. They are beginning to be- 
come convinced that the possibility 
is fast becoming a probability, and 
that Governor Hanly may yet loom 
into proportions that will make him 
Indiana’s candidate for the presiden- 
cy, to the extreme discomfort of the 
present vice president and the eclipse 
of- the present senior senator. 

Governor Hanly made no grand- 
stand play of reform when he sought 
When,

Real Wealth Vs. Returns. 

Property owners who make returns at 
unusually low valuations have to be a lit- 
tle careful how they offer themselves as 
sureties on bonds, or they are liable to 
be caught up with, as was developed by 
an incident at the state capitol yester- 
day. % 

A bank, recently appointed as a state 
depository, was required to give bond in 
the sum of $100,000. A party interested 
wrote the governor giving half a dozen 
names as sureties, and stating his esti- 
mate of their financla] standing. A com- 
parison of these statements with the 
amount of property returned by each, as 
shown on the digests, furnished some in- 
teresting facts. 

The writer of the letter, whose name 
Was one among the sureties, stated he 
was worth $60,000. An investigation of 
the tax digest for his county showed that 
he returned for taxation only $700 worth 
of real estate. Another of the proposed 
sureties, he stated, was worth $250,000. 
and this man returns for taxation only 
$7,550 of real estate and enough persona! 
property to carry his total returns up to 
$9,700. A third was put down as worth 
$100,000, and returns $24,800 of real es- 
tate, which is tGe best showing in the 
entire list. 

The state will accept only real estate 
sureties on these bonds in lieu of some 
surety company, and yet an investigation 
showed that all the sureties who proposed 
to go on this $100,000 bond return for 
taxation a total of only $59,800 worth o; 
real estate.

A request that council pass an or 


dinance requiring the screening of all 
cisterns ang sewers during the mosquito 
session will probably be formulated by 
the city board of health at the regular 
meeting of that body to be held on Fri- 
day afternoon. 

At the recent special meeting of the 
city board to consider a communication 
from Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the 
state board of: health, such a screening 
ordinance was suggesteq but any action 
on the matter was postponed unti] the 
next regular meeting, as the special meet- 
ing had@ been calied for but one pur- 
pose. 

It is probable that a screening ordi- 
nance, similar to those in force in New 
Orleams and other cities in the south, 
will be favored by a majority of the 
board, not so much on the ground thai 
they believe yellow fever to be commu- 
nicable only or occasioned by mosquiios, 
but simply to do away with the mosquito 
pest, which, it is generally conceded, has 
a bad if slight effect on the public health. 

As the quarantine situation has been 
taken from the hands of the state and 
city boards by the courts, at the instance 
of the former body, it 1s not likely that 
any resolution or other action regarding 
the interboarg controversy will be taken 
by the city board.
